Wie rplaceoal Bishop James A. Pike made quick response to 
the statement by the Catholic'Bishops with a question about 
authority of the hierarchy over a Catholic who might be 
elected President of the United States. Later Bishop Pike 
enlarged upon his inquiry in an article published in LIFE 
magazine. He contended that the question is not whether 
a Roman Catholic should be President, but which Roman 
Catholic. And the question is not how others interpret the 
authority of the Roman Church, but how the Roman Cath- 
olic candidate interprets that authority. Bishop Pike seem- 
ed to assume that the Catholic Church in the United States 
might be different from the Roman Catholic Church, but 
he declared “unrepudiated still is the ‘official’ Catholic 
position as to the rights of the Church in the political 
sphere, with the consequent limitations on the rights of 
the rest of us. To ask questions about this subject and to 
weigh a particular candidate’s stand on it is not bigotry, 
but responsible citizenship.” 

Under the Constitution of the United States citizens 
enjoy equal rights without respect to religious faith. A 
Catholic citizen has the right to offer himself as a candi- 
date for any political office for which he is qualified, and 
he has the right to‘conduct a campaign for election to that 
office without discrimination. It is wrong for groups of 
citizens to declare that a Catholic should not be a candi- 
date for office. Such action denies equal rights to a large 
minority of citizens who fought with the armed forces of 
the nation and who pay taxes to support the Government. 
Cardinal Spellman was clearly in the right when he said, 
“For my part I may say I think it is a pity that questions 
of this sort still haye to be answered at all.” — (i 

With these observations in mirfd we suggest that all peo- 
ple who believe in God profess a supra-national allegiance. 
Every sincere Christian, whether Protestant or Catholic, 
has loyalty to an authority beyond the state. The-disciple 
of Jesus must first obey Christ as Lord and Saviour.' A

It has become obvious to all 
who think and care that no pas- 
tor today can give adequate at- 
tention to this growing multi- 
tue. Such a dedicated and train- 
ed group of men and women are 
actually proving to be a god- 
send to the sick and aging and 
shut-ins in some churches. And 
as one who has studied the prob- 
lem for years and written many 
articles about’ the aging, I 
frankly see no solution to- it ex- 
cept in carefully choosing and 
training such a group of lay 
men and women definitely com- 
missioned and sent out as pas- 
tors assistants to minister spe- 
cially to the aging and shut-ins 
beyond the reach of the pastor. 

Deacon Visits 

My choice model is the fine 
young deacon in an early pas- 
torate. Genial, sympathetic and 
a fine singer, he went with me 
sometimes on a round of pas- 
‘toral visiting among the sick 
and shut-ins: In late years, when 
I. returned on a visit now and. 
then, he would take me on a 
round of visits that he paid/reg- 
ularly to these aging shut-ins, 
and they would say with warm 
enthusiasm, “Mr i 
the best visitor in the city a- 
mong the shut-ins; he does more 
good ‘among’ them than any 
pastor in the city.” 

And he would frankly tell me, 
“I owe it to you; you showed me 
the joy I could give and receive 
in such visiting.” 

I plead for such a ministry in 
every church — a ministry in 
the reach of every church thru 
a group of pastor’s assistants.

The first 
hour is given to the. study of 
mission books and the second 
hour to hearing missionaries or 
speakers tell of the work of the 


home, foreign, or state boards. |. 


By grouping the churches in 


circuits of seven, a speaker goes |. 


to a different church each 
night. : 
Because of the scarcity of 
missionaries on furlough or 
with time for the schools, they 
are usually spaced from three 
to four years apart. by the 
churches. 


The guide book, which took a 
major portion. of the time of 
the directors in their Atlanta 
meeting, is now in mimeograph 
form and is being revised fol- 
lowing preliminary use in the 
schools. After editing and for- 
mat preparation the guide book 
will be printéd for an expected 
distribution of nearly 100,000. 

The schools of missions have 
been limited by the number of 
missionaries available for speak- 
ing engagements, and a recent 
trend is the encouragement of 
churches to hold the schools 
without missionaries between 
the years when the missionaries 
are not available. ; 

Such schools without mis- 
sionaries use pastors, church or- 
ganizations, and others or see 
visuals, and even stage mission 
dramas with local personnel.
